DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency.

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 2-3 are objected to because of the following informalities. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

In claim 2, line 13, the word - the - should be inserted after the word "and". In 
line 16, the phrase "in-phase components" should be changed to - in-phase component 
- to provide proper antecedent basis. In line 16, the phrase "quadrature components" 
should be changed to - quadrature component - to provide proper antecedent basis. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The references cited are related to adjusting rotation rate sensor.
